Our nursery is located in the heart of Arkansas, 40 miles from Nashville, one of the 
leading peach centers of the entire United States, 35 miles south of Hot Springs and 25 miles west 
of Arkadelphia, Arkansas, on Highway No. 8. Our soil is adapted to growing fine nursery stock 
with a perfect root system. It is our aim to produce stock our customers will be proud of and at 
the very lowest prices possible. 

OUR GUARANTEE is that you must be satisfied or your money will be refunded for any items 
you purchase from us that are not what we represent them to be. We quarantee our trees to be 
true to name and will replace any stock that should prove otherwise, In no case whatsoever will 
we refund more than the purchase price. We agree to replace any stock that fails to grow at one 
half original purchase price. Claims must be made in writing before June Ist. 

WE PAY POSTAGE on all orders of $2.00 or more. We ship all orders possible by parcel post; 
however the larger orders will be shipped by express and will be express collect. To avoid delay 
and expense to you, send full remittance with your order, A 25 per cent deposit is required on ali 
C.O.D, orders. C.O.D. shipments are not sent postpaid,
